Miss Veronica J. Sexton, Executive Librarian of the Academy, 
will speak on the subject: 


LIBRARIES AND Boox-SHops OF EASTERN CITIES 


Miss Sexton returned recently from a visit to the Atlantic Coast where she 
attended the convention of the American Library Association at Buffalo and the 
meetings of the Special Libraries Association at Boston. She also visited New York, 
Philadelphia, and Washington. In addition to studying library methods and con- 
tent, she searched for lost publications of the California Academy of Sciences. Be- 
tween 1876 and 1888 the Proceedings were published out of series and unnumbered, 
and because all Academy copies and records were destroyed in San Francisco's great 
fire, some of the earlier issues were forgotten. During her trip Miss Sexton located 
three such unknowns. She is preparing a complete list of Academy publications for 
the 100-year Index to be released on the occasion of the Academy’ s Centennial in 
1953: Another feature of Miss Sexton’s trip was her study of map collections to aid 
her in planning proper housing for the great collection of military maps which the 
Army is now depositing with the Academy i in recognition of the aid rendered the 
Army Map Service during the war. 

A highlight of the meeting will be Miss Sexton’s account of some of her fascinat- 
ing book-shop explorations. aN public is cordially invited.

BoNaAPpaARTE MANuscript Girt TO ACADEMY 


Miss Frances Cooper of Oakland, California, has given the famous first-draft 
manuscript of Charles Lucian Bonaparte’s American Ornithology to the California 
Academy of Sciences in memory of her father, the late Dr. J. G. Cooper, once Direc- 
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tor of the Academy. She obtained it from her father who had received it from his 
father, Mr. William Cooper, pioneer American naturalist and warm friend of Prince 
Bonaparte. In recognition of this valuable gift the Academy's Council has elected 
Miss Cooper a patron. The manuscript Will be exhibited and discussed at the 
Academy’ s Septe ‘:mber meeting. 

Prince Charles Lucian Bonaparte was a cousin of Napoleon I and an uncle of 
Napoleon III. He was born in Paris, May 24, 1803, and died July 30, 1857. He came 
to America as a young man and spent a number of years studying the Abed of our 
then new country. In rite work he was associated with such ereiotis ornithologists 
as Wilson, Audubon, Say, and Peal, the last the noted bird illustrator who Pade 
many of the drawings for his books. 

Bonaparte’ s inenoun Ornithology deals with forms not included in Alexander 
Wilson’s work of the same name. It is a distinct work, however, and a true classic in 
the field of bird study, Originally planned to occupy three voluries 3 it was expanded 
to and published i in four. The Academy’s library owns only volume 1 of the finished 
work, but it is unique in that it belongs to the set which Bonaparte presented to 
Mr. Adolph Mailliard, father of John tana Joseph Mailliard who were associated 
with the Academy for so many years. Unfortunately, by the time the Mailliard 
brothers prese ‘nted it to the Academy, only volume 1 was in their possession. Who 
will recover the strayed volumes 2-4 and effect a reunion in this broken family of 


books? 


Berries AND MosQui!rors 


THE wortp-FAmMous ladybird beetle collection of the late Mr. F. W. Nunnen- 
macher, numbering some 13,000 specimens including many types, has been pur- 
chased by Mr. E. R Leach of Piedmont, California, and presented to the Academy. 

Another notable gift to the Academy, consisting of 15,000 named and mounted 
weevils, was made by Mr. Owen Bryant of Sreamboat Springs, Colorado.
